Other patents in the next thirty years, but Credit lor the 
first successful machine to be placed on the market is 
dde to Latham Sholes. a native of Pennsylvania. Shoies 
was a journalist and politician, but possessed an imagina- 
tive mind with a mechanical bent. It was his machine, 
which Carlos Glidden and Samuel W. Soule helped to 
develop, that was built for general sale at Ilion. 


The changes that the intervening years have brot 


about, the typewriter, the telephone and other median- 
isms having become indispensables, are too common to 
enumerate. 
Since certain business houses recently de- 


cided, under the influence of efficiency methods, that the 
elimination of the "Yours truly" from letters would save 
thousands of dollars a year,, the economic contribution of 
the typewriter in fifty years is only to be guessed at. 


The society's history closes with a chapter on the 


relation of the typewriter to the »<1v'>r>t nf women in 
business, the theme of which is that the typewriter was 
largely responsible for attaining for women an enlarged 
economic opportunity.
